Orange comity has a "double 
barreled" chance to obtain federal 
aid for construction of its flood 
control and water conservation 
project Its first chance is with 
the Public Works Administration, 
to which the project has been sub¬ 
mitted. But if it is turned down 
by that agency, the program still 
will have a chance with the Works 
Progress Administration. 

This was the situation outlined 
today by George White of Solano 
Beach, WPA administrator for 
Orange and San Diego counties 

In the meantime a conference 
yesterday afternoon between the

$1000 and plans to accept, only 
those which can be carried out 
within a year's time, the Orange 
county project has been regarded 
as ineligible for WPA aid 

However, that is only the con¬ 
dition as it stands today Mr 
White indicated that if the PWA 
does not act favorably on the 
county's application, it could then 
be submitted to the WP A and 
would be given consideration by 
that agency.

Most of 
his holdings are planted to beans, 
but he also has an orange grove, 
having been the pioneer in raising 
oranges in that part of the coun¬ 
ty.

House on Property 

Located on the south part of 
the land is a two-story house 
known as the old Clark residence, 
which was built during the boom 
days of the eighties when the 
town of Fairview stood in this 
region. At that time there was 
a railroad from Santa Ana to 
Fairview, where a hotel, stores 
and livery stables, with a number 
of large homes, made up the town

TROTZKY SEES NEW

OSLO, Norway, Saturday. July 
27. UP) From his tranquil exile, 
Leon Trotzky can see today the 
storm clouds of another world 
war gathering above Africa. 

"I believe the eventual Italo- 
Ethiopian w'ar is in the same rela¬ 
tion to a new world w'ar as the 
Balkan war of 1912 was to the 
world war of 1914," said the famed 
revolutionary exile. 

"It is impossible to say whether 
a world war will break out in 
three or five years," he told an 
interviewer for the Norwegian 
labor paper Arbeider Bladet, "but 
we ought to focus rather on a 
short time than a long time.” 

Like the Balkan war, Trotzky 
said, the trouble in Africa would 
marshal the world's powers into 
opposing coalitions.

Canoe jousting off the 
Balboa pavilion and snowbird 
races from the Newport Harbor 
Yach club will occupy the late 
morning hours, 

A bloodthirsty battle between 
ships of the split factions of the 
pirate group has been announced 
for 9 p. m Sunday night. Each 
side has threatened to send the 
other’s ship to the bottom of the 
newly-dredged bay. 

Final races in the Star boat 
elimination tournament will be 
held In the ocean over a 10-mile 
triangular course at 2 p m. At 
the same time a bathing fashion 
parade will be moving from the 
pirate ship anchored on the 
strand.

The tiniest child senses at once 
whether his audience is attentive 
or not.

SHIRLEY TAKES A VACATION 


SACRAMENTO. Saturday, July 
27. (2P>—Four new witnesses were 
enlisted today in the cause of Tom 
Mooney, approaching his 20th 
year in prison for the bombing of 
the San Francisco Preparedness 
day pararie of 1916. 

They were announced after a 
visit here by George T. Davis. San 
Francisco lawyer, who said their 
testimony would be added to the 
weight of evidence by which he 
hopes to win a writ of habeas cor¬ 
pus and freedom for Mooney from 
the state supreme court Septem¬ 
ber 3. 

Names Witnesses 

In the main, claimed Davis, they 
will be employed to strengthen the 
long standing contention of Moon¬ 
ey supporters that perjured evi¬ 
dence sent the bomber behind the 
gray walls of San Quentin prison, 
where he has directed an unending 
fight for a pardon from a life sen¬ 
tence. 

The attorney identified the wit¬ 
nesses as J. E. Hellinius, salesman, 
and Ed Rimekle. laborer, both of 
San Francisco, new figures in the 
case, and Mr. and Mrs. Earl K. 
Hatcher of Woodland, who testi¬ 
fied in the original grand jury in¬ 
quiry 

To Tell About Oxman 

Davis claimed Hatcher, who has 
been reluctant to testify because 
of an avowed hatred for Mooney, 
will say the late Frank C. Oxman, 
who identified 


BERLIN, Saturday. July 27. <JP> 
Count von Helldorf, Nazi police 
chief of Berlin, announced to¬ 
day that the state itself would 
conduct its fight against Jewry 
and that individual actions against 
Jews were "forbidden.” 

Von Helldorfs announcement 
gave no clue as to the measures 
the Nazis planned in continuing 
their anti-Semitic drive, except 
that it would be conducted in 
"another way.” 

While whispered alarms contin¬ 
ued throughout the reich to the 
effect that the present Nazi drive 
against Semitism and “reactiona¬ 
ries" presaged another "blood 
purge," newspapers bannered re¬ 
ports from New York of an al¬ 
leged "communist attack" against 
the steamship Bremen. 

Flag Incident Published 

Vivid details of the tearing 
down of the German flag were 
presented readers under lurid 
headlines, but there was no offi¬ 
cial comment on the incident. 

The courts today resumed their 
series of trials against "money 
smuggling Catholic monks and 
nuns" with a sixth case. 

Four nuns of the "congrega¬ 
tion of the Holy Karl Borromaeus” 
faced judges and possibly heavy 
punishment if found guilty of 
smuggling 225,000 marks (approx¬ 
imately $90,000) into the Nether¬ 
lands. 

More Trouble Due 

Although the week-end gave 
pause to activities which have 
alarmed Catholics, Jews and mem¬ 
bers of the Steel Helmet organi¬ 
zation during the past week, the 
whispers of more trouble coming 
continued as Jews recited the ac¬ 
tivities of Hans Hinkel and Jul¬ 
ius Streicher. 

Hinkel has been appointed chief 
of the reich culture chamber, his 
announced purpose to rid German 
art of all mosaic influence. 

Streicher, anti-Semitic publish¬ 
er, was hailed in Munich as the 
"savior of the German soul” as 
he pressed for a resolution against 
the Jews and outlined their in¬ 
vasion of the Aryan nations. 

Meantime Catholics found cause 
for jubilation in widely circulated 
reports that a second note from 
the Vatican had been delivered 
to the reich. This was vigor¬ 
ously denied by the ministry of 
propaganda, but Catholics insist 
Monsignor Cesare Obscnigo. pa¬ 
pal nuncio, handed the foreign of¬ 
fice a communication from the 
Pope. 


Board of Equalization 
and Motor Vehicle 
Bureaus Possible 


Three .state agencies will estab¬ 
lish branch offices in Santa Ana 
for the convenience of Orange 
county citizens if a movement 
now under way meets with suc¬ 
cess. it became known today. 

A1 reailv an office for adminis¬ 
tering the new state income tax 
is assured for this locality, As¬ 
semblyman James B. Utt of Tus- 
tin said today Temporary ap¬ 
pointments for two income tax of¬ 
ficers in this county are expected 
in the near future. 

With this office established, it 
is anticipated that the state board 
of equalization would regard in¬ 
stallation of a branch office here 
as a logical move. 

Motor Vehicle Office 

Assemblyman Utt said that he 
and other Orange county men are 
working also to bring about es¬ 
tablishment here of a motor ve¬ 
hicle registration office. It is 
understood that the movement has 
the support and assistance of the 
chamber of commerce. 

Operation of these three agen¬ 
cies in Santa Ana would not only 
be a convenience foV Orange coun¬ 
ty citizens but also would result 
in adding to the payrolls distrib¬ 
uted in this city, Mr. Utt said. 
Furthermore, by making is pos¬ 
sible for Orange county residents 
to transact business with local 
branch offices, instead of travel¬ 
ing to Long Beach or Los An¬ 
geles, establishment of the branch¬ 
es would keep in the county a cer¬ 
tain amount of money naturally 
spent, in trade by persons who 
otherwise would go to outside 
communit ies. 

Walker May Ik- Named 

The temporary appointments to 
the income tax positions are slated 
to go to Robert Walker, purchas¬ 
ing agent for the State Emergency 
Relief administration here, and 
Paul Tedtick of Anaheim. Howard 
Irwin of Fullerton originally was 
offered one of the appointments, 
it. is understood, but decided to 
continue with his real estate busi¬ 
ness instead 

Civil service examinations will 
be held for the income tax jobs 
in a month or so, Mr Utt said. 
The temporary appointees will 
take the tests, which also will be 
open to other citizens. The per¬ 
manent holders of the positions 
will he selected from among the 
persons making the highest grades 
in the examinations. 

Could (let Plates Here 

The state board of equalization 
office branch here would be for 
the purpose of administering the 
sales tax, liquor taxes and truck 
taxes. Deputies having charge of 
this work would operate from the 
lo<al office instead of from Los 
Angeles. 

Establishment of a motor ve¬ 
hicle registration office here would 
be a boon to many persons who 
are not in position to secure their 
license plates locally. Many such 
persons now get their plates by 
mail from Sacramento or go to 
Long Beach or Los Angeles. A 
local branch office could handle 
almost, all registration business 
except the issuance of pink slips. 

Assemblyman Utt said he and 
Senator N. T Edwards of Orange 
and Speaker Edward Craig of 
Brea are cooperating in the at¬ 
tempt to have the branch offices 
located here.

Will the God whom she has 
served for 5,000 years remain si¬ 
lent to her cry of distress? Will 
the Christ whom she has served 
unfailingly for 2,000 years remain 
impotent, because his followers of 
a western world are afraid of a 
loud-mouthed dictator ? 

We can rest assured in this 
fact—there is justice enthroned, 
and any of who thinks they can 
cheat a moral God in a rr.rral 
universe is an imbecile. Therefore, 
we bid the Emperor Haile Selassie 
to continue his trust in the King 
of Kings, the Lion of the tribe 
of Judah, who never fails in an 
extremity. 


It is a fallacy to think of the 
Ethiopians as uncivilized or non- 
Christian. Judging her form of 
religion, she wisely adopted the 
mode of thought and expression 
of life, best suited for her own 
people. Many ideas may seem 
crude or even pagan to the west¬ 
ern Christian, but a sympathetic 
attitude reveals great insight into 
the gospel. In fact, her religion 
is recognized as the only unadul¬ 
terated form of primitive Chris¬ 
tianity that exists today.

WASHINGTON, Saturday, July 
27.—With war increasingly 
certain in Europe the state and 
navy departments are adroitly 
sabotaging senate bills for keep¬ 
ing the country out of war, or for 
eliminating war profits should we 
get in. 

The inside story is amazing. It 
indicates that the state depart¬ 
ment is content to drift, in the 
same blind and somnolent manner 
it did during 1915 and 1916, into 
the throes of war. 

Weeks ago the senate munitions 
committee introduced a neutrality 
act calculated to remove the chief 
irritant which dragged the United 
States into the past war the pro¬ 
tection of American commerce. 

The heart of this act is that war 
commerce be put on a "cash and 
carry" basis. On other words, 
belligerents trading with the 
United States would have to take 
delivery of their goods at their 
own risk. The danger of Ameri¬ 
can vessels being seized on the 
high seas was to be avoided. 

This was what brought the 
United States into the War of 
1812, into the World war, and 
nearly brought Great Britain Into 
the Civil war on the side of the 
confederacy.

The “Second Lady of the Land."

With becoming 
modesty she describes how eco¬ 
nomically the Garner household is 
managed. We are enlightened by 
the statement that this vice presi¬ 
dent's wife spends as little as a 
hundred dollars a year on her own 
clothes. Apparently the admin¬ 
istration's efforts to get people to 
spend themselves into prosperity 
have not crossed the Garner thresh¬ 
old. These thrifty Texans have 
other notions for promoting and 
maintaining their personal and 
family fortune. 

For nearly 35 years J. N. has 
occupied public office, mostly in 
highest federal legislative posi¬ 
tions. Frugal Mrs. Garner has 
been his secretary for all these 
years. Their social ambitions are 
very modest, their tastes of ple- 
bian simplicity.
